REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With the amendment of 04/07/2008 claims 1-9, 1 1 , 14, 21 , 22, and 24 are 
cancelled. The method steps of claim 23 have been amended and pending claims 10, 
12, 13, and 15-20 are amended to depend from (either directly or indirectly) from the 
base claim 23. With the amendments of 04/07/2008 the rejections of claims, as set 
forth in the Office Action of 01/07/2008, under 35 USC 103 and 35 USC 1 12 1"' H 
(scope of enablement rejection) are WITHDRAWN. The art does not teach or suggest 
the purification of the required sized nucleic acids from a mixture of nucleic acid where 
the nucleic acids are adsorbed and desorbed from a solid phase of triacetylcellulose 
with various pore sizes and saponification rates. It is noted that the while the Office 
Action of 01/07/2008 indicates as enabled a method comprising (page 1 1 , step (v)) a 
surface saponification rate of 100 % and a pore size range of 1 |jm to 2.5 |jm, where 
amended claim 23 recites (line 3 on page 7 of the claims) a range of between 2.5 pm 
and 10 |jm, the pore size range recited in the claims with a surface saponification rate of 
100% is also enabled by the teachings of the specification.
